While at Berkeley lnst week a rep-
resentative of The Call chanced to
meet J, J, Rivers, the curator of the
university muscum, who knows as
much abont bugs and their kindred as

Dy, Bachy, if not more,
and  who is  hetter  posted  on
stinkes of  the  truly riral

varieties than any man in California,
The musemn has quite a colloction of
California snnkes, of cvery pussible
color, Larred and spotted and “striped
with erimson red and yellow illlJ all
those more sombre hues which simu-
late the color of tho ground on which
they lie and bask in sunlight until the
unwary pickmicker or picknickess steps
en them with a seream.

*You are aware, 1 suppose, of the
peculiar  construetion of the lower
Jaw. It ean Lie unhinged,so to speak,
and then the snike is nothing more
than o long sack with themouth open,
T have watched one of them stow
away a squirrel—long tail and all—
without making any hones about it,
Ho commenced at the head and slow-
ly drew the squirrel in, bit by bit,
his teeth and  jaws working on the
animal somewhat as u man draws in
a rope, hand over hank, Finally the
body was safely housed, and "then
only the tail remained—that slipped
down in the twinkling of an eye, 1
never realized until then why snakes
wera mude so long—it is to make
room for the inconvient tails of the
other animals predestined to be snake-
meat, In an improved state of exis-
tence, when the tails have been evo-
lutionized off the backs ot the other

“How docs this speeics differ  from
the true tarantula?”

“Do you see those venomous-look-
ing nippers or mandibles which turn
downward in this spider! Well, in the
true tarantuln those mandibles extend
out horizontally in front of the ani-
mal. That is the main difference, and
the mistake made by the tirst comoers
to this coast was a very natural one to
any but a trained naturahst,”

At this point the cenversation broke
off, so far as it related to the sunkes
and other reptiles of the coast, and
the reporter took his leave,

Terror's Reign in Texas

Bpevind Digpatoh to the Globe Deinovrat,

Houvsroxn, Texas, August 25, —A
meeting of 300 of the leading eolored
people of Galveston yesterday, and
which ealled attention to the bloody
outrages perpetratod on negroes at
Orange by au armed mob of white
citizens, and denouncing Governor
Roberts and the state government for
declining to interfere, hus nroused a
still higher degree of public interest
in the late wholesale lynching in this
state. The Galveston News is the
leading paper in Texas, and several
days ago called upon the state gov-
ernment to interfere and stop this
dreadful slanghter of human beings,
who were utterly helpless in the
hands of a mob; but Governor Rob-
orts hus remained uttorly silent. The
facts of the whole business are that
for six years o feud has existed be.
tween two parties at Orange, one coni-
posed of eitizens of the town and its
young white men, and the other of
male members of two or three lowd-
ing fumilies m the surrounding  coun-
try-—the Harriges wod others.  Chaa,
Delano, the alleged l<aulor of the oppo.
sition party, is & white man of 35,
and married into the Huarris fumily,
Hu is a stock vaisor and oattle nmn,

and  his  followers, called by  the
vitizens  of  Oraoge  his  pang,
inclinde, besidos his  Kinsmen,
sonip  cieht  or e Begroes,

two of them named Hobert and  Sam
Naxon, mulntes, aud reputed sons of

une of the prominent white gitizens of
tho vieluity, As stated in the dis
pateh, Boh Suxon wad hung o

his brother Sam wos shot dead by
mob  last Sunday night,  Latterly
Charles Delano was regardod as the
leader of the Saxon, or negro, purty,
and Bherfl’ Michaol of that of the
citizens, and for wonths past o difli-
culty was expected,  All sorts of
crimes have been luid 1o the charge
of the Baxon party, smong them the
robbery of the express agent at
Orange by two musked men, and u
ghort Hme ago the theft of cattle, Of
course the citizens' purty only waited
for a chance at their opponents, and
got it, but in the riot last week, when
Sheritf Michael was ghot, it has not
been established, as stated by Michael's
party, that the Baxon party were the
firat to fire on him, or that there was
an ambush of negroes waiting to
assassinate the sherifl, as claimed.
